* Young Bobby Kennedy, U. S. Attorney General, was asked by the 
press to add the weight of his opinion of the John Birch society. After 
fumbling for words, he commented: “They're ridiculous.” 

Not clear in the minds of many people was whether young Bobby 
meant the alleged inept remarks of founder Welch (which he has denied) 
or the militant anti-Communist stand of the society. If he meant the latter, 
some observers feel his words will one day haunt him. They fit into 
the pattern of those soft on Communism. Cracked Harry S. Truman in 
April 1959: “The un-American activities committee (in Congress) is the 
most un-American thing in the country today.” 


° Few events in our generation will attract as much attention or evoke 
as many questions as the trial of Adolph Eichmann, now under way in 
Jerusalem. 

It is indeed a trial without legal precedent, proceeding with over- 
tones of “eye for an eye.” Israeli leaders hope to vindicate the dignity 
of the Jewish people, to throw a spotlight on Nazi war criminals said to 
be still at large and possibly to set a precedent. Some critics, however, 
think the trial will add little to Nazi guilt and express concern that it 
will revive old hatreds against the people of West Germany with whom 
we now have ties of friendship. 

This is the century of mass murder: seven million Christians and 
kulaks in Russia and in the Ukraine, six million Jews in Europe and 
within the last 10 years three and a half million peasants in Red China, 
not to mention the thousands murdered in Hungary and the drumhead 
trials and executions in Castro's Cuba. What a bloody indictment of 
20th century civilization. 


® Many gullible people in Oklahoma — who were led to believe that 
tax from legal liquor would solve all of the state’s financial problems — 
are now finding out that things ‘ain't what they're supposed to be.” 


Oklahoma politicians have so far been able to keep liquor tax money 
out of the school tills, highway tills, and just about all other coffers.

And to top it all off. hoodlumism is reported to be moving into 
the big cities. Open saloons are operating in the form of “private clubs.” 
An official in Oklahoma City said he fears a price war among whisky 
retailers could produce violence. 


* The Laos situation is far from resolved. And new trouble seems to be 
looming in another spot in that war-torn area — South Viet Nam. It is 
apparent that Laos is the closest we have come to another Korea. Red 
China is eager to start a war of intervention. We can't drive the Reds 
out of the territory they are already holding; they are in Laos to stay. 
And it seems that a neutralist government always works in favor of the 
Communists. As the old saying gces, “We can't win for losing.” 

With the buildup of conventional arms by the Kennedy administra- 
tion, it appears the struggle with Communism is moving from cold war 
to Korea-type brush wars all over the world.

OMEONE ASKED a savage: “What is 

evil?” 

The savage replied: “Evil is if 
someone should steal my wife and 
cattle.” 

The interrogator asked: 
“What is good?” 

The savage replied: “Good is if I 
will steal someone’s wife and cattle.” 

This tale may provoke some amuse- 
ment, although it is not so amusing 
to note that this same relativism pre- 
vails among so-called civilized people. 

Today, it seems, a thing is consid- 
ered good or bad by how it relates to 
an individual’s self-interest. 

“What's in it for me?” If nothing 
is to be gained, then it’s relatively 
bad. If something is to be gained, it's 
relatively good, and a person can us- 
ually rationalize away all moral or 
ethical objections. 

We have seen in our generation a 
decided shift from the absolute to the 
relative ... from the mandatory to 
the optional. With what result? Moral 
erosion in government, industry, so- 
ciety and the home.

ANY THINGS POINT to the low 

state of morals existing today, but 
chief among them is the five to seven 
million alcoholics in this country. 
What is equally alarming is the soph- 
istry which characterizes the atti- 
tude of people, even Christians, to- 
ward advertising media which en- 
courages drinking and which is 
liquor’s partner in crime. 

I came across a commentary on 
this situation a few weeks ago. A 
magazine writer tells of a letter writ- 
ten to a newspaper editor by an un- 
happy woman who complained that 
her husband thought it funny to 
make their pet cat drunk by contin- 


ually pouring gin in its milk. The 





woman said the cat would dance like 
mad, stagger around in circles and 
finally fall in a heap. 

Angry letters of protest poured in to 
the editor from all over the country, 
denouncing the husband as cruel and 
inhuman. 

“Perhaps I have a warped sense of 
humor,” says the magazine writer, 
“but the reactions of the readers 
struck me as ironically funny. Give 
an animal liquor and you are consid- 
ered cruel. Give a man liquor and 
you are considered sophisticated. Let 
an animal reel, act foolish, fall in a 
drunken stupor, and immediately it 
is an occasion for readers from coast 
to coast to howl protests. Let a man 
do the same thing and we simply ig- 
nore it.” 


E ARE A CRAZY, mixed up society. 
Unlimited relativism has broken 
all norms and inverted all values. 

Nothing is more elusive and fat- 
uous than chasing after the rewards 
of relativism. Doubtless this accounts 
for many shattered dreams and for 
much of the unhappiness in the 
world. Real joy — in good measure, 
pressed down and running over — is 
found in a way of life based upon 
bedrock principles and realities. 

Some things, we know, remain 
fixed and settled. The points of the 
compass, the multiplication table or 
the stars in their course, for example, 
do not vary or change. 

Jesus Christ is the same yesterday, 
today and forever (Hebrews 13:8). 
His redeeming love, His tender com- 
passion for humanity and His abid- 
ing presence are solid, enduring 
things. He is the Standard by which 
we can measure all values. He is the 
Norm by which we can happily and 


successfully adjust our lives. 
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UNION WITH CHRIST

As we need Christ to represent us in Heaven; so 


He needs us to represent Him on earth. 


HEN CHRIST WOULD teach His 

disciples and us about union 
with Him, He told them the parable 
or story of the Vine and the Branches 
in John 15. 

What a simple thing it is to be a 

branch of the Vine! The branch 

rows out of the vine, and there it 
ee and in due time bears fruit. 
It has no responsibility except to re- 
ceive from the root its sap and nour- 
ishment. 

If we only by the Holy Spirit knew 
and realized our union with Christ, 
our lives and labors would be changed 
into the brightest and most heavenly 
things on earth. Instead of there ever 
being soul-weariness or exhaustion, 
our bas and labors would be like a 
new experience, uniting us to Jesus 
as nothing else can. 

Christ is said to be in the believer 
so as to live His life within him, and 
the writer can point to this as the 
dominating factor of his experience. 
It is not so much he that lives as it 
is Christ that lives in him. 


T IS NOT A MERE natural union like 

that of God with all human spirits, 
as held by rationalists. Neither is it a 
mere mortal union or union of love 
and sympathy, like that between 
friends, as held by the Unitarians. 

Neither is it a union mediated and 
conditioned by participation of the 
sacraments, as held by Romanists 
and many Protestants. 

The most pernicious interpretation 
of the nature of this union is that 
which conceives of it as a physical 


and material one, and which build 
upon this basis of a sacramental and 
external Christianity. This union can- 
not be mediated by sacraments since 


sacraments presuppose it as already | 
existing: both baptism and the Lords [ 
Supper are designed only for be | 


lievers. 

This is the negative side of our 
union with Christ. I merely mention 
it to make more clear and emphatic 
the positive side of it. What, then, 


is the nature of this union? 


HE CONNECTION BETWEEN the vine 

and the branch is a living one. 
No external or temporary union will 
suffice. No work of man can affect 
it. The branch is such only by the 
Creator’s own work in virtue of which 
the sap, the fatness, the fruitfulnes 


of the vine communicate themselves 


to the branch. 

Just so it is with the believer, too. 
His union with Christ is no work 
of human wisdom or human will, 
but an act of God, by which the clos 
est and most complete life-union is 
effected between Christ and the be- 
liever. 

This is no structural union mere- 
ly. I may have lost a limb, and medi- 
cal skill may have provided me with 
an artificial one. It may be a most 
ingenious device, but in spite of all 
its ingenuity and usefulness, it is not 
a living member of my body. It is a 
dead union. 

The building and the foundation 


are united, but it is a mere structural

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YOU CAN BE WHAT 
YOU OUGHT TO BE 


IHESE FRAGMENTS Of a sentence are 

the words of our Lord. They are 
addressed to Simon Peter. The oc- 
casion is the first meeting of the Mas- 
ter with this rough ee who 
was destined to figure so prominently 
in the company of the apostles and in 
the immensely critical and_history- 
shaping affairs of the early Christian 
Church. 

The containing passage reads: 
“Andrew first findeth his own broth- 
er Simon, and saith unto him, We 
have found the Messias, which is 
being interpreted, the Christ. And 
he brought him to Jesus, and when 
Jesus beheld him, He said, Thou 
art Simon the son of Jona: thou shalt 
be called Cephas, which is, by in- 
terpretation, a stone” (John 1:41, 
42). 

Thou art! Thou shalt be! The 
actual and the possible! Realism and 
idealism! What is and what ought 
to be! And between the two, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the effect of whose 
presence is like that of a mighty 
bridge flung across a vast and for- 
bidding chasm. 

Jesus looked at Simon and read 
him to the depths. He read his hot 
and hasty nature. He saw there im- 
pulse that was strong and energy that 
was immense, but withal selfishness, 
cowardice, instability, weakness. And 
seeing it all, He spoke, spoke as no 
mere man could have spoken, spoke 
with unerring accuracy and author- 
itative prophecy, spoke not only as 
the One who can perfectly diagnose 
but who can quite as perfectly de- 
liver: “Thou art Simon, son of Jona, 
but thou shalt become the man of

rock. Peter thou shalt be. Thou art 
Simon, rash, presumptuous, self-con- 
fident, a streak of treachery in thy 
make-up, but I propose to make thee 
anew. Son of Jona thou art now; 
son of God thou shalt be. Unstable 
as water thou art; fine and firm as 
the granite texture of a stone shalt 
thou be. Follow me, I will make thee 
a fisher of men and a pillar in the 
Church of the living God. With 
illumined mind thou shalt discern 
and with willing lips thou shalt yet 
confess the deity of my person, which 
shall be the rock whereon I shall 
build my Church. Fully converted 
and filled with the Spirit of God, 
thou shalt be the strength of thy 
brethren. As the first messenger of 
the new covenant thou shalt throw 
wide to the multitude the doors of 
gospel privilege when at last my 
Cross shall have been accomplished 
and the Holy Spirit shall have been 
poured forth.” 

Such, in effect, was Christ’s mes- 
sage of transforming grace to Simon 
Peter. It is still His message to all 
Simons everywhere who will never 
arise out of the tyranny of their past 
failures and the paralysis of their 
present defeats save as they yield 
themselves to the renewing and puri- 
fying energies of the redeeming God. 
Thou art! Thou shalt be! Those 
words that smote upon the soul of the 
son of Jona that destiny-making day, 
and which held in their brevity the 
whole sublime story of human re- 
demption, are beating upon our souls 


today. Those eyes, penetrating and 
pitying, that looked upon Peter are 


upon us this moment. 


Jesus Had Faith 

Think of what it meant from 
Christ's standpoint for Him to lay 
down this tremendous declaration. It 
meant, for one thing, that Simon was 
worth saving and capable of being 
saved. Not because of any man’s 
worthiness but, as someone has said, 
because of his worth does Christ set 
about to redeem him. Beneath the 
failure and fickleness, the selfishness 
and sin, there was that in the es- 
sential worth of this rustic fisherman 
which appealed to the Saver of Souls. 
Thou shalt be! Others may say, “It 
can never be. We know him too 
well.” Not so Jesus. He believes in 
the recoverability of Simon. He be- 
lieves in the recoverability of the 
worst cases, the most difficult ones. 
He restates for us in glowing terms 
of hope and healing this broken, baf- 
fled, beaten-down thing we call life. 
Sin is real but it is not incurable or 
unconquerable. Men are lost but 
they are at once worth saving and 
capable of being saved — saved from 
all sin and prepared unto every good 
work. Jesus reads man’s high sig- 
nificance not in the wickedness and 
wretchedness in which man_lan- 
guishes but in the righteousness and 
godliness to which he may be lifted. 

The herald of the Christian gospel 
is sent to tell you that, whatever other 
folks may believe about you, or what-

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ever you may believe about yourself, 
the Lord Jesus Christ believes in the 
lorious possibility that you — de- 
Foated you, mayhap degraded you, 
soiled, enslaved, proud, self-centered 
you — may be saved, cleansed from 
all unrighteousness and clothed with 
the beauty of holiness and the benefi- 


cence of service. 


Furthermore, and as providing fuel 
for this faith in our possibilities, our 
Lord reveals by His declaration here 
that He believes in — yes that He 
Himself expresses — the omnipotence, 
the all-sufficiency, of the grace and 
power of God. “Thou shalt be,” 
taken in its full sweep, implies all 
the resources of the Almighty God as 
expressed and released in the atoning 
death of our Lord, in the present 
active ministry of the Holy Spirit and 
in the effectual enlightenment of the 
Holy Scriptures. Thou shalt be! And 
to this end these and many other 
vital and potent ministries of grace 
are made to encompass us. 


Something of Importance 


Now in the face of these facts, 
which have to do with what we may 
be, and shall be by the grace of God, 
there is something of very sober im- 
portance in our candidly and humbly 
accepting the verdict of what we are. 
There is a very meaningful sentence 
in the first chapter of John to the 
effect that “the law was given by 
Moses, but grace and truth came by 
Jesus Christ” (John 1:17). Grace 
and truth! Grace, which says, “Thou 
shalt be,” and truth, which says, 
“Thou art.” To shun the truth is to 
miss the grace. Do not blink the 
truth of what thou art. Nothing can 
be gained, everything may be lost, by 
deception or by denial. Thou art! 
Face up ei to the light of that 
searching judgment. Thou art — —! 
You fill it in according to the dis- 
closure and conviction the Spirit of 
God brings to your heart. Thou art 
a sinner, a backslider, a covenant- 
breaker; thou art disobedient, rebel- 
lious, unholy; thou art a moralist, a 
formalist, a Nicodemus, full of self- 
righteousness, empty of the life and 
mind of Christ; thou art a true be- 
liever, it may be, but one in whom 
the Holy Spirit is not given full pos- 
session and control.

who had gone through all the out 


ward motions of conversion without 
any change of heart — Simon Peter f 
used the very words with which Jesus f 
had confronted him: Thou art! Hef 
said: “Thy heart is not right in the} 
sight of God. ... For I perceive that } 
thou art in the gall of bitterness and f 


in the bond of iniquity” CActs 8:21, 


23). 


angel of God put the question 
straight: “What is thy name?” And 
Jacob, though he had met God be 
fore and had made covenant with 
Him, must now in the crisis-hour of 
full yielding, the death-hour of the 
self-life, confess to what he inwardly 
and perversely is. He must say 
“Jacob,” which is, being interpreted, 
“supplanter,” “trickster,” 
Then comes the voice of the divine 
Messenger: “Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel.” 
Israel — a Prince of God! Truth had 
to say “Jacob” before grace could say 
“Israel.” Thou art Jacob! Thou shalt 
be Israel! 

Now, having had our attention 
called to what seems clearly to be the 
significance of the text from Christ's 
viewpoint — His faith in Simon’ 
possibilities and His confidence in 
the abundant sufficient power which 
He Himself brings to the task 
of saving a man — let us note the 
splendid significance of these words 


in relation to ourselves. Three things | 
seem to me to be very plain. These | 


words should have the three-fold ef- | 


fect of stimulating hope, enlisting 
cooperation and producing a wit 
nessing life. 


Grace Shall Abound 

“Thou shalt be!” 

Very definitely let it be said that 
this should have the effect of stimu- 
lating hope. Where sin abounds 
grace shall abound more exceedingly. 
Whatever the misguided, misshapen, 
miserable thing your Christless life 
has come to be, the divine hand of 
the Son of God undertakes to reshape 
it, redeem it, make it strong and glori- 
ous. Here is a promise all a-throb 
and a-thrill with hope. Thou shalt 
be! And hope is a very great thing. 
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To the struggling patriarch, Jacob, 
by the brook Jabbok, the wrestling f 


“deceiver.” | 











I shall never forget a visit one day 
to famous Bunhill Fields Cemetery 
in London. Among the illustrious 
dead whose dust sleeps there is John 
Newton. He is best known as the 
author of such familiar and beloved 
hymns as “Amazing Grace” and 
“How Sweet the Name of Jesus 
Sounds,” though these are by no 
means the only distinctions that 
crown his noble life as a faithful min- 
ister of Jesus Christ. John Newton 
dictated his own epitaph. It is a strik- 
ing summary of his life, and reads: 

JOHN NEWTON 
Clerk 
Once an Infidel and Libertine, 
A Servant of Slaves in Africa, 
was 
by the Mercy of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, 
Preserved, Restored, Pardoned, 

And appointed to Preach the Faith he 

had so long labored to destroy. 


The story of his conversion is one 
of the great epics of grace. At the 
age of twenty-three, — drunk 
the dregs of the vilest sins, young 
Newton took ship from Africa for his 
native England. Plunged into a ter- 
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rific storm, the battered vessel began 
to take water into its hold. The 
pumps had to be manned. Hurrying 
to take his turn, Newton said to the 
captain, “If this will not do, the Lord 
have mercy upon us.” His own words 
startled him. For the first time in 
years his thoughts turned seriously 
to God and the interests of his soul. 
That evening he began to seek the 
face of God. At first he seemed to 
get nowhere. “I could not utter the 
prayer of faith,” he says. “I could 
not draw near to a reconciled God 
and call him Father.” On he strug- 
gled. Then came the light. These 
are his own words: “In the gospel 
I saw at least a peradventure of hope; 
but on every side I was surrounded 
with black, unfathomable despair.” 
In following the gleam of that “per- 
adventure of hope,” saving faith was 
born in his breast and on the 10th 
day of March, 1748, John Newton 
became a new creature in Christ 
Jesus. Though he sleeps in death, the 
grace of which he wrote and sang 
lives on deathlessly, works on trans- 
formingly:

“Amazing grace, how sweet the sound— 
That saved a wretch like me; 
I once was lost, but now am found, 
Was blind, but now I see.” 


When hope was kindled, healing 
was not far away. 

Thou shalt be! The second effect 
of this word should be to Enlist our 
Cooperation. Heavy-hearted over the 
knowledge of what we are and have 
been, but quickened with the hope 
of a new life and a new day, it be- 
comes our imperatively necessary bus- 
iness to put ourselves in the hands of 
Christ. When Jesus said to Simon, 
“Thou shalt be Peter,” He was layin 
down no arbitrary decree that shoul 
override Peter’s will and decision in 
the matter. “Thou shalt be,” but, 
impliedly, there are terms. It is on 
condition of your consent, on con- 
dition that you follow Me and cleave 
to Me. 

Would you taste the joys of a new 
life, forgiven of God and in vital 
friendship with Christ? Then give 
over your will, I beg you, and give up 
your unbelief. Would you, O fellow 


follower of the Lord Jesus, would 
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answers to four questions. 
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you, like Peter, come to know the 
blessed secret of the flood-tide life, 
the life of purity and power; would 
you receive the released energies of 
the Spirit of God? Then find, I pray 
you, some upper room of prayer and 
heart-searching and there, by a def- 
inite act of unreserved and unre- 
stricted consecration, embrace your 
inheritance “among them that are 
sanctified by faith.” 
Thou shalt be! 


We come to the third effect. These 
words, if real, must produce a Wit- 
ness. Can Jesus Christ make good? 
That sounds almost irreverent. Let 
no one have a fear. Can He make 
good? Look at His Witnesses. Look 
at this multitude which no man can 
number, who sing: “Unto Him that 
loved us, and washed us from our 
sins in His own blood, and hath made 
us kings and priests unto God and 
His Father” (Revelation 1:5, 6). 
Christ proves His power by produc- 
ing transformed lives. “Ye shall be 
witnesses unto Me.” 

Britain’s late keen-minded Chester- 
ton has observed that it is a great 
thing to have an ideal to ennoble our 
facts; but it is even more to have a 
fact to prove our ideals. It is the 
superbly commanding distinction of 
Jesus Christ that He offers that very 
thing. He not only lifts ideals before 
us, but offers in Himself the power 
for their realization in fact. 


Was it not so with this man 
Simon? Thou shalt be Peter — Peter, 
My witness; Peter, following me 
earnestly, though denying me shame- 
fully, healed, nevertheless of his 
backsliding; Peter, filled with the 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost, 
preaching a sermon so pungent and 
convicting that three thousand souls 
are converted. 

Christ-witnessing, | Christ-exalting 
Peter, declaring to unfriendly mag- 





istrates who sought to seal his lips 
with dire threatenings, “Whether it 
be right in the sight of God to 
hearken unto you more than unto 
God, judge ye. For we cannot but 
speak the things which we have seen 


and heard.” 


Peter, testifying to the goodness 
of God in bestowing the gift of the 
Holy Spirit upon Gentiles as well 
as upon Jews, “And God, which 
knoweth the hearts, bare them wit- 
ness, giving them the Holy Ghost, 
even as He did unto us, and put no 
difference between us and_ then, 


purifying their hearts by faith.” 


Peter, writing years later to scat- 
tered, persecuted Christians, writing 
visibly with chains on his wrists 
but certainly with doxologies in his 
soul: 


Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which according to 
his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
To an inheritance incorruptible, unde- 
filed, and that fadeth not away, re- 
served in heaven for you, Who are 
kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time. Wherein ye 
greatly rejoice, though now for a sea- 
son, if need be, ye are in heaviness 
through manifold temptations: That 
the trial of your faith being much 
more precious than of gold that per- 
isheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and hon- 
our and glory at the appearing of Je- 
sus Christ: Whom having not seen, 
ye love; in whom though now ye see 
him not, yet believing, ye rejoice 
with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory; Receiving the end of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls 
CI Peter 1:3-9). 


Shall we not unite in offering all 
praise to the Christ who can take 
our possibilities and convert them 
into actualities? By His grace we can 
be what we ought to be! 


We must always remember that our Constitution was designed to 
protect the freedom of the smallest possible minority — one person — against 
the demands of the greatest possible majority — all other persons combined.

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THE SIMPLICITY OF FAITH

By His example, Jesus shows what faith is 
and how it works for your well-being and success 


“Tr you REALLY are the Son of God,” 
said the Tempter to Jesus, “com- 
mand that these stones become loaves 


of bread.” 


A crisis moment in the life of our 
Lord. He was faint and hungry, for 
He had eaten nothing since He had 
been led of the Spirit into the lonely 
wilderness, 40 days before. Yet He 
would not use His great power to 
gratify Himself. His confidence was 
in His Father to care for Him in that 
desert place. 

“Man shall not live by bread 
alone,” He replied to Satan, “but by 
every word of God.” 


Here was an example of faith — 
one of the greatest recorded in the 
Bible. Jesus shows what faith is and 
how it works for your well-being, 
happiness and success. Note carefully 
two essential things. 


His faith took right direction. 

He turned to God and away from 
the suggestion of the Tempter. He 
chose to believe the Word of God 
and to place His confidence in the 
power of God. 

In essence, faith is simply that lov- 
ing confidence in God which leads 
you to turn in His direction, to love, 
trust and obey Him — “being fully 
persuaded that, what he had prom- 
ised, he was able also to perform.” 


(Romans 4:21.) 


Fare EXISTS WHERE there is cor- 

responding action. For there is a 
distinction between faith and mental 
assent. 

To illustrate: In the course of a 
tour through a large factory, visitors 
came to a place where the ‘great fur- 
naces were located. There the guide 
showed them a huge pot of molten 
metal. Picking up a bottle of some 
sort of liquid, he said, “If I should 
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put some of this liquid on the back 
of your hand, I would then be able 
to pour a drop of this hot, liquid 
metal on that spot and it would not 
hurt your hand in any way.” 

The guide tried to get several 
people to undergo the experiment, 
but they all withdrew with much the 
same words. Of course, they men- 
tally agreed with what he said, but 
they preferred not to try it. 

Finally, a man came forward who 
said, “I believe what you say, and I 
am going to trust you.” So the liquid 
was jan: the hot metal poured 
out on his hand, and there was, as 
the guide had said, no harm what- 
ever. 

Mental assent, you see, is merely 
agreeing with the truth. Jesus came 
in contact with “assenters” frequent- 
ly. “And the scribe said unto him, 
Well, Master, thou has said the 
truth” — but this was usually as far 
as they went. 

Faith, on the other hand, not only 
assents to the truth, but acts on it. 
Jesus’ faith resulted in corresponding 
action. He turned to God and away 
from the suggestion of the Tempter. 


HIS MEANS, OF COURSE, a disci- 

plined mind and is the second 
essential thing which Jesus revealed 
about faith. 

In His weakness and hunger, 
Jesus’ mind was doubtless the object 
of “fiery darts” of doubt and wrong 
believing. But He did not yield. He 
slammed the door in the face of every 
devilish notion and refused to allow 
such thoughts to form a pattern or to 
crystallize. 

“You can’t keep the birds from fly- 
ing over your head,” an old philoso- 
pher once said, “but you can stop 
them from building a nest in your 
hair.” 
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Jesus took His mind off Himself, 
off His hunger, off His weakness, 
and put it upon the Word of God. 
In this way, He disciplined His mind 
and determined to believe God. 

Faith’s center of gravity is in the 
realm of the will and action, not in 
varying states of thought or feeling. 
A person of faith puts his will on 
the believing side, receiving, em- 


bracing and acting upon what God 


says because God says it, not because 
of how he feels at the moment. 

Everything received from God 
comes in the following order: fact; 
faith; and feeling. This is God’s or- 
der and must apply to anything you 
desire from Him. 

By fact we mean God’s Word. Any 
promise found in the Word of God 
is an established fact. Now a fact is 
something you cannot get over, you 
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cannot get around, you cannot get 
under, you cannot get through, and 
you cannot change. God’s Word is an 
established fact. 

Faith is simply taking God at His 
Word. If God said it, that is suffi- 
cient. It is easy to believe the words 
of friends, the words of each other, 
why can’t you believe God’s Word? 

Last of all are the feelings involved. 
God wants you to see and to feel what 
you believe for, but in their order. 
Jesus taught the formula of faith in 
Mark 11:24,“What things soever ye 
desire, when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” 


AITH, IN SPITE OF feelings, begins 

to confess the Word. Does this 
mean confessing an untruth? Not 
by any means. 

Please understand this clearly. 
Faith does not say you have a thing 
when you do not have it; nor does 
it say you do not have something 
when it is very evident that you do. 

The thing that faith does is to 
cause you to be just as sure you are 
going to receive that for which you 
are believing, as though it were al- 
ready yours. 

For example, two little girls were 
counting their pennies together. Said 
one, “I have five pennies.” The other 
girl said, “I have ten.” “No,” replied 
the first girl, “you have just five pen- 
nies, the same as I have.” But the 
second child quickly replied, “My 
papa said that when he came home 
tonight he would give me five more 
pennies. So I have ten!” 

Her father’s word was so real to 
her that it was as though she could 
actually count the pennies. Faith 
takes on the spot the very thing it 
asks of God. 

So, acting on the Word of God 
and disciplining the mind are the keys 
to faith. 

When fear, frustration or tempta- 
tion come to you, do as Jesus did in 
His moment of crisis — take your 
mind off them, and by sheer force 
of will and faith, compel its atten- 
tion on the Word of God, on positive 
things that elevate and encourage. 
This brings Christ to your side ae 
gives you power and guidance to be 
and do what you ought to be and do.

School do not know why theirs is a 
Christian Church, or indeed why 
they and their families are called 
Christians.” 

This claim a rs on page 31 of 
“The Way of Pod Will” i teach- 
ers textbook, copyright 1953 by the 
Graded Press, based on outlines orig- 
inated by the Committee on Graded 
Series of the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the United 
States of America). 

Parents need look no further than 
this teacher's textbook — prepared in 
cooperation with the Congregational 
Christian Churches and the Method- 
ist Church — if they wish to find 
out why many Sunday School pupils 
“do not know why theirs is a Chris- 
tian Church, or indeed why they and 
their families are called Christians.” 

This material prescribes a Sun- 
day School course that barely men- 
tions Christianity and is geared, in- 
stead, to understanding modern _Is- 
rael and our Jewish neighbors. 

The acknowledged purpose of 
“The Way of Good Will” a lead 
children “to come to think of Pales- 
tine as a very real, a very important 
and interesting place” (p. 10)*; “to 
contribute to a better understanding 
of and friendlier telationship with 
Jewish neighbors”; “to help fifth 
grade juniors and their families be- 
come interested in Palestine as a land 


of long ago and today” (p. 11); and

to help “some parents, and possibly 
some teachers (who) will need to 
rethink attitudes toward a religious 
faith different from their own.” 


HE TEACHER'S TEXTBOOK tells us 

that the children will “under- 
stand and appreciate Jewish worship 
of the past and present; share some 
of their discoveries through songs, 
worship materials and a Sukkoth 
Play.” 

It justifies its preoccupation 
with Judaism by explaining that 
“The Christmas Season should mean 
more because of their (thé children’s) 
acquaintance with Palestine where 
Jesus came to earth” (p. 11). 


Under the guise of learning about 
“The Homeland of Jesus,” the chil- 
dren are urged to “visit a temple 
or synagogue with their parents” 
Cp. 12); to “attend a Sukkoth Serv- 
ice”; to “learn the Sabbath greeting 
in Hebrew”; to “listen to the thrilling 
story of the Maccabees” (p. 15); to 
“sing together the Jewish Festival 
song”; and to order and use “The 
Religious Kit from the Christian 
Friends Bulletin, 327 South LaSalle 
Street, Chicago 4, Illinois ... this kit 
contains a prayer shawl, a miniature 
scroll of the Pentateuch, a small scull 
cap, a mezuzah, a menorah, a dreidle, 
with explanation of each” (p. 20). 

Under the heading, “Directed 
Study,” the teacher’s textbook recom- 
mends using materials that will help 
Sunday School children “discover 
which country it is important to 
study in church school” (p. 30). 

Here are direct quotes from the 


teacher’s textbook: “Let all of them

say quietly, in unison, the name of 
the country they think it is important 
to study about in church school. Most 
of them will say Palestine. ... A 
few may know Israel. ... The He 
brew name of Israel National Air- 
lines is El Al, which means ‘upward’ 
or ‘to the heights.’ The juniors will 
enjoy saying these simple Hebrew 
words. Tell them that they are al- 
ready speaking the language of Pal- 
estine!” Cp. 31). 


P TO THIS POINT, we do not run 

across anything that necessarily 
is misleading or couched in _half- 
truths — even though some of us 
may disagree with the one-sided slant 
of some of the recommendations. But 
on page 34, we begin to see outright 
misrepresentations of fact and _half- 
truths designed to exalt Judaism at 
the expense of Christianity. 

For example, the leader is told 
to comment, before the singing of 
O God, Our Help in Ages Past: 
“Isaac Watts, the author of | this 


hymn, lived at a time when most of | 


the hymns were psalms set to music.” 


According to Chamber’s Encyclo- 
pedia, 1880 Edition, Isaac Watts was 
the author of the “Psalms of David 
in the Language of the New Testa 
ment” (emphasis added). It might 
be noted, too, that the New Testa- 
ment read by Isaac Watts prior to 
1748 was the King James Version 
CKJV) of 1611 and not the Revised 
Standard Version (RSV) of 1953 
that is recommended in the teacher's 
textbook for pupil’s use Cp. 8) and 
acknowledged as the basis for biblical 
quotations in both teacher’s and 
pupil’s editions of “The Way of Good 
Will.” 

In the Revised Standard Version of 
the Holy Bible, Jesus is just a kindly 
man born of a “young woman.” 

The teacher’s textbook perpetuates 
the idea that there is nothing special 
about Jesus in the following manner: 
“Turn to this book (Matthew) to 
discover that it begins with a list of 
Jesus’ ancestors in his father’s family. 
That is the meaning of the word 
‘genealogy’” (Cp. 26). 

This implies that Jesus was not 
conceived by the Holy Ghost and 
born of the Virgin Mary. Matthew 
1:16 CKJV) reads as follows: “And 
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Jacob begat Joseph the husband of 
Mary, of whom was born Jesus, who 
is called Christ.” Does this say Joseph 
was the father of Jesus, or that, rath- 
er, Joseph was the husband of Mary? 
The teacher's textbook makes a 
blanket statement and creates the im- 
pression that the only true interpreta- 
tion of the Birth of Christ is that he 
descended from the Jews, on _ his 
father’s side as well as his mother’s. 


OR AN EXAMPLE of the absence of 

sufficient mention of Christ in 
Protestant Sunday School lessons, 
look at these two prayers — recom- 
mended in the teacher's textbook for 
use during class periods — and see if 
you can discover why Protestant Sun- 
day School children do not know 
why they are Christians: 


“God Eternal, who has always been 
and always will be, keep us thy chil- 
dren in thy care. May we always feel 
thee near. May we find thee in the 
beauty of thy world and as we try to 
help others. Amen.” (p. 34) 

“We are glad, our Father, that we 
may know Palestine and the wonder- 
ful events that happened there. 
Thank you, God, for the Bible that 
gives us these wonderful stories. 
Amen.” (p. 44) 


In these preposterous Protestant 
Sunday School prayers, there is no 
“In the name of Thy Son, Our Lord, 
Jesus Christ” nor “Thank you, God, 
for Jesus.” 

Another prayer — illuminating to 
parents who wonder why Protestant 
Sunday School children do not know 
why they are Christians — is the one 
suggested for use while learning 
about the Feast of Tabernacles (“the 
Hebrew name for the festival is Suk- 
koth and for the booth the name is 
Sukko,” (p. 51). After attending a 
Sukkoth service at a synagogue, mak- 
ing “Sukkoth Markers” for their 
Bibles (RSV), “singing the song of 
praise the Hebrews sang” and read- 
ing “with their parents the two pas- 
sages (in Deuteronomy) which tell 
how the Feast of Booths is to be kept,” 
the children are advised to “choce 
with a brief prayer to God to help us 
remember to keep ‘special days’ in 
the ways that are pleasing to him.” 

Does this not create the impression 
that the ways — that are pleasing to 
God — of keeping "peatiel dens” are

by building Sukkos and learning how 
to celebrate the Feast of Booths? 


T THE SAME TIME that Protestant 

Sunday School children are learn- 
ing to celebrate the Jewish “thanks- 
giving” in the religious ways of the 
Hebrews, Jewish Religious School 
children are taught that there is a dif- 
ference between Jewish religious 
holidays and American holidays — 
“Working Curriculum and Weekly 
Guide for Teachers,” recommended 
for Reform Religious Schools; copy- 
right 1959 by the American Council 
for Judaism, Inc. 

We read that there is an important 
difference between Sukkoth and 
Thanksgiving; that Sukkoth is a 
Jewish religious festival while 
Thanksgiving is only a national holi- 
day, Ade by Americans gen- 
erally. The “Working ele tah 
and Weekly Guide” even goes so far 
as to claim that Thanksgiving Day 
is secular. 

With the Jews celebrating Sukkoth 
as their religious festival of thanks- 
giving, and Protestant Sunday School 
children being told by their Graded 
Press Series to pray “to God to help 
us remember to keep ‘special days’ 
in ways that are pleasing to him” — 
and this is implied to be celebrating 
Sukkoth in a synagogue — it is easy 
to see how Christianity is being eased 
out of the picture. 

Where will the Protestant child 
learn about the Christian roots of 
Thanksgiving Day, dating back to 
the Pilgrims? 

Although Protestant Sunday School 
children are being taught to give up 
the “secular” Thanksgiving in favor 
of the Jewish Sukkoth “to further 
peace and brotherhood in the world” 
as the teacher’s textbook says on page 
11, Jewish children are being told 
in their Curriculum Guide | that 
Christmas cannot come within the 
area of Jewish celebrations; that 
Christmas belongs to the Christians 
and has no place in a Jewish home 
Cp. App. 13 of the Jewish Curriculum 
Guide already referred to). 

If Protestant Sunday School chil- 
dren are being steeped in Jewish 
religious practices while Jewish re- 
ligious school children are urged to 
reject Christian observances, who is

NOTHER EXAMPLE OF this anom- 

alous method is found on page 
67 of the Protestant teacher’s text- 
book which quotes from Bewer, “The 
Literature of the Old Testament” by 
permission of Columbia University 
Press. 

It is difficult to understand why 
such advanced historical criticism of 
the Bible is recommended or neces- 
sary for teachers of 10-year-old chil- 
dren who do not yet know why they 
are Christians! Julius A. Bewer's 
book, first printed in 1922 under the 
auspices of the Department of His- 
tory, Columbia University (that in- 
cluded David Muzzey and James T. 
Shotwell on its Advisory Board) out- 
does the Revised Standard Version 
of the Bible as the following shows: 


King James Version 
I will lift up mine eyes unto 
the hills, from whence 
cometh my help. 
My help cometh from the Lord 


which made heaven and earth. 


Bewer’s Version 
I will lift up mine eyes unto 
the mountains: from whence 
shall my help come? 
My help comes from Yahweh, 
who made heaven and earth. 


Bewer NOT ONLY DESTROYS the 
sonorous, poetic rhythm of the 
King James Version, rooted as it is 
in i. English language of Milton’s 
and Shakespeare’s era with its special 
touch of genius, but he makes such 
insignificant and unsatisfactory re- 
finements as switching “hills” to 
“mountains.” But even more curious, 
he injects the Hebrew _ word, 
“Yahweh” into an English transla- 
tion! 
As to the Revised Standard Version 
of the Bible, it destroys many phrases 
of long association, deep in our cul- 





tural tradition. Substituted for the 
King James Version in Protestant 
Sunday Schools, it thus cuts the ties 
with the Bible that was carried by 
the Pilgrims, that inspired American 
patriots like Washington and Lincoln; 
and that strengthened the pioneer 
men and women who crossed the 
plains. It vitiates our Protestant 
Christian heritage! 


Parents who expect their churches 
and Sunday Schools to pass our Chris- 
tian heritage unimpaired to their chil- 
dren should look into this matter of 
teacher's and pupil’s textbooks and 
find out what is going on under the 
name of religious education. If this 
is the emphasis used in the Con- 
gregational and Methodist churches, 
what of the Baptist, Presbyterian, 
Lutheran, Episcopalian and_ other 
Protestant churches? 


How have we allowed this to come 
to pass? In the name of “Brother- 
hood” have we become “ASHAMED 
OF JESUS”?* 


“Jesus, and shall it ever be, 

A mortal man ashamed of Thee? 

Ashamed of Thee, whom angels 
praise, 

Whose glories shine thro’ endless 
days. 

Ashamed of Jesus! Yes I may 

When I’ve no guilt to wash away

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Time is running out 


The growth of Soviet power has been 
possible because the resistance of the free world 
has been shamefully inadequate 


URING THE LAST ten years the free 

world has had to witness the 
ascension of Soviet power over one- 
third of the earth’s surface. 


This development has _ virtually 
caused the total eclipse of the civil 
liberties of almost one billion human 
souls all the way from the Adriatic 
to the China Sea. It has caused strife, 
bloodshed and death in the marginal 
areas of the world where the titanic 
struggle between the forces of free- 
dom and the forces of the Kremlin 
are now being waged. 

This growth of Soviet power has 
been possible not only because of the 
aggressive nature of Communist im- 
perialism but because the resistance 
of the free world has been shame- 
fully inadequate. The fact of the 
matter is that during the years, Com- 
munist forces, behind our lines, have 
performed the work of the Soviet 
foreign office, augmenting the grand 
design of world conquest. 

For a few years in the early 1950's 
there developed a spirit of resistance 
to Soviet imperialism. This spirit of 
resistance was generated within the 
United States and for the most part 
in the halls of Congress. This spirit 
prevailed for a time, and even caused 
important setbacks to the Communist 
aggressors. But today that spirit is 
dormant. 

An aggressive majority on the Su- 
preme Court, bypassing judicial prec- 
edent, and grievously misunderstand- 
ing the nature of the Soviet organ- 
ization in the United States, has un- 
dertaken a campaign to level all exist- 
ing barriers against Communist pen- 
etration. 

This majority has denied to the 
states the right to protect themselves 
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against Communist insurrection and 
infiltration on the theory that Con- 
gress has pre-empted that function for 
the federal government. Ironically 
enough it has supplemented that de- 
cree 3 eliminating for all practical 
purposes the right of the federal gov- 
ernment to check subversion and in- 
surrection. 

Virtually every Communist whom 
the Internal Security officials in our 
Justice Department have caused to 
be convicted may be liberated in the 
days ahead as a result of court de- 
cisions. The majority on the Su- 
preme Court have made a shambles 
of the Smith Act by setting forth a 
standard of proof so unrealistic that 
it cannot be achieved by even the 
most meticulous prosecutor. 

Justice Black has very frankly 
stated that there should be a special 
and more exacting standard of proof 
applied for criminal cases where Com- 
munists are involved. The lamentable 
aspect of all of these reversals of 
Smith Act prosecutions is that the 
leader of these defendants, Nikita 
Khrushchev, has recently told us that 
before this Twentieth Century has 
run its course we will have a Soviet 
America. 


FBI Handicapped 


The majority on the Court, as a 
result of its decision in the Jencks 
case, written by Justice Brennan, has 
struck heavily at the effectiveness of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
The preservation of the FBI should, 
in the present cold war, be one of 
the most important safeguards of our 
democratic society. The spectacle of 
five Judges, in the face of this world 
struggle, bypassing established judi- 
cial precedent, and forcing the FBI

The majority of the Supreme Court 
ordered the dismissal of Slochower 
voided and directed that he be re 
instated with back pay that ultimate- 
ly amounted to $40,000. 


The majority of the Supreme Court 
further voided the dismissal of about 
three hundred security risks from 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment and directed that these risks 
be reinstated with back pay. Just 
imagine the damage that three hun- 
deal security risks can work on the 
security of this country. 


Devastating Decisions 


But the most recent decisions of 

the Supreme Court, relating to con- 

aed the 

most devastating of all the decisions 

leveling our current barriers against 
Soviet penetration. 

The majority decision in the Wat- 
kins case, which involved a contempt 
of Congress case, with its dicta that 
provided the basis of Judge — 
dahl’s aggressive decision in the Pec 
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case, is a direct encroachment on the 
functions of the Legislative. By dic- 
tating what areas of wrongdoing Con- 
gress may investigate, by establishing 
an area of “freedom of association” 
for Communists that knows no prec- 
edent either in the Constitution or in 
judicial precedent, by seriously im- 
pugning the personal motives of Sen- 
ators and Congressmen engaged in 
legislative inquiry, the majority of the 
Court has now undertaken to render 
the committees of Congress investi- 
gating Communism completely in- 
operative. 

For years the committees of Con- 
gress have had to listen to short open- 
ing statements from Communists ap- 
pearing before them presuming to 
dictate the law of the land. These 
versions of the law have always been 
rejected by the Congress because 
there has been no precedent what- 
ever for their extreme version of the 
existing law. But the Communists 
have persisted through the years and 
now their isolated interpretations of 
the law have descended on us from 
the bench of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

While all these unregenerate and 
contemptuous Communists are being 
relieved of their prison sentences by 
the majority of the Supreme Court, 
we find other forces at work that 
compound the harm that has been 
wrought. 

For instance, David Greenglass 
was the principal witness for the Gov- 
ernment in the Rosenberg case. Ethel 
Rosenberg was Greenglass’ sister. 
When the FBI moved into that case 
and questioned Greenglass who had 
been helping the Rosenbergs, he ad- 
mitted his wrongdoing at once and 
thereupon fully cooperated with the 
Government, even to contributing to 
sending his own sister to her execu- 
tion. David Greenglass has also given 
valuable testimony to the Senate In- 
ternal Security Subcommittee about 
Soviet penetration of our atomic 
bomb project and scientists generally. 

In spite of this contribution he has 
spent ten years in jail before given a 
parole. What a contrast this is to 
the lot of the defiant Communists 
who are walking the streets plotting 
our destruction, many of whom are

We are fast approaching a situation 
where cooperative witnesses such as 
Greenglass and Harry Gold will be 
the only persons lodged in jail for 
Communist activity. How can we 
expect others to come forward to ex- 
pose the still serious Soviet under- 
ground that operates in the main- 
stream of our society? 

The fact of the matter is that all 
of these Court decisions, and these 
Administrative decisions, have cre- 
ated among devoted intelligence of- 
ficers, security officers, prosecutors, 
internal security officials, and Con- 
gressional staffs — a demoralizing 
sense of frustration and despair. 
Never before has the morale of in- 
ternal security reached the low that 
prevails today. 


Communists Made Heroes 

When Supreme Court decisions 
make unregenerate Communists the 
heroes of their scripts and unneces- 
sarily disparage the legislators, the 
staffs and the witnesses who have 
compiled records against them, that 
sets in motion a long series of re- 
actions that have serious conse- 
quences. 

Today, a situation prevails wherein 
Senators and Congressmen identified 
with resistance to Communists are 
the political, diplomatic and even 
social outcasts of Washington. Re- 
sistance to Communism earns for one 
today in the nation’s capital, the 
label of “extreme right wing,” a term 
of greatest opprobrium in many 
circles. 

On the other hand, Soviet leaders 
who carried on the most sanguinary 
and savage reign of terror in Hungary 
that the civilized world has ever seen 
are spoken of respectfully in many of 
our policy-making agencies. 

The Chinese Communists who ex- 
ecuted Chinese by the millions and 
exceeded the heinous performances 
of the Ghenghis Khans of history do 
not lack articulate condoners. There 
are among our policy planners those 
who feel that “it is on their conscience 
that we have not recognized the 
Chinese Communists” — as it was 
once put to me. 





The Soviet organization is having 
its own troubles. Cleavages, purges, 
and inherent weaknesses at crises 
have slowed up their advances. If it 
weren't for these internal convul- 
sions, our peril, great as it is now, 
would be infinitely greater. 

While we have been dismantling 
our ramparts against Communism, 
the Soviets are persevering in their 
conquest. We have done little to 
capitalize on the Hungarian uprising 
— the greatest flash of heroism ever 
displayed by a captive people. 

We have done little or nothing to 
demonstrate to the world the savage 
and ruthless mass murders of the 
Chinese peoples by Mao Tse Tung’s 
regime. 

In the absence of a psychological 
warfare campaign that would cause 
the Soviet to take the defensive for 
all their crimes against mankind, they 
have taken the initiative and exploit- 
ed minor faults of ours into moun- 
tainous propagandizing campaigns. 
The Remedy 

What can be done about this situa- 
tion? All is not lost by any means. 
The American people have not been 
heard from. 

We urgently need to elect to repre- 
sent us officials who will try to rouse 
the country from the lethargy to 
which it has succumbed, and willing 
to plunge into the task of rousing 
Washington from complacency. Con- 
versely, if an official has been one of 
those who is deceiving the American 
people into a sense of false security, 
he should be vocally opposed. 

Remember — these pro-Commu- 
nist assets do not just happen, they 
are caused by men with names and 
faces. 

If the deterioration of our position 
in the world continues to develop 
over the next twelve years at the same 
rate as it has developed since 1945 
— just twelve years ago when the So- 
viet Empire was confined to a rela- 
tively small area — then our liberties 
and our freedom will probably be 
lost for an unforeseeable time. That 
probably is what Nikita Khrushchev 
meant when he said that our children 
and our grandchildren will some day 
live under a Soviet America. 

This is a challenge. Time is run- 
ning out.

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union. The one may, and can, exist 
without the other. Separate a limb 
from the body, and the limb dies 


because it is a living union. 


“Know ye not that your bodies are 
members of Christ?” “He put all 
things in subjection under his feet 
and gave him to be head over all 
things to the church which is his 
body.” 
As the members of the human body 
are united in the head, the source of 
their activity and the power that con- 
trols their movements, so all believ- 
ers are members of an invisible body 
whose Head is Christ. 


The same Spirit that dwelt, and 
still dwells, in Christ, becomes the 
life of the believer; in the unity of 
that one Spirit and the fellowship 
of the same life which is in Christ, 
he is one with Him. 


As between the vine and the 
branch, it is the life union that makes 
them one. Oh, may this truth lay 
hold of us! Christ is inside, not out- 
side. 

Let me repeat and emphasize it. 

e union is a living one, in dis- 
tinction from any union of mere ex- 
ternal influence. Christ does not work 
upon us from without, as one sepa- 
rate from us, but from within, as 
the very heart from which the life 
blood of our spirit flows. It is no 
longer I that live, but “Christ liveth 
in me.” (Galatians 2:20.) 


It is a mystery hid from ages and 
from generations — this mystery 
among the Gentiles, “which is Christ 
in you, the hope of glory.” (Colos- 
sians 1:26, 27. 

A mystery is not necessarily an 
absurdity as some imagine. This un- 
ion with Christ is a blessed, experi- 
ential reality. We may not be able 
to understand it clearly or fully, but 
we can all experience it daily and 
hourly. Hallelujah! “Christ liveth in 
me.” 


O CLOSE IS THE union between the 
vine and the branch that each is 
nothing without the other, and each 
is only and wholly for the other. Such 
truth almost staggers us, and yet 
Christ would never have used this 
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parable if He did not intend us to 
believe and appreciate all that is in- 
volved in it. 


That guilty, lost, unclean, hell- 
deserving sinners, as we were, should 
be saved and brought into such close, 
loving, living union with Himself is 
something we can hardly grasp. Let 
it grip us and hold us. 


Do not let unbelief deprive us of the 
blessing and blessedness of this truth. 
Unbelief kept the children of Israel 
out of the land and life of Canaan. 


Do not let us stagger through un- 
belief at this blessed truth: that I can 
do nothing without Christ, and that 
Christ can do nothing without me. 


What good would a vine be with- 
out branches? What good would 
branches be without the vine? 


You must have a vine if you are 
to have fruit, and you must have 
branches to bear the fruit. You never 
saw or heard of a vine without 
branches bearing fruit, and you never 
heard or saw branches bearing fruit 
and not joined to the vine. 


Such is the wonderful condescen- 
sion of the grace of Christ; that just 
as His people are dependent on Him, 
He has made Himself dependent on 
them. Without His discipleship He 


cannot bless the world. 


Marvel not; it is His own appoint- 
ment. And this is the high honor to 
which He has called His redeemed 
ones, that as indispensable as He is 
to them in heaven, that from Him 
their fruit may be found; so indis- 
pensable are they to Him on earth 
that through them His fruit may be 
found. 

As truly as we need Christ in 
heaven to represent us before a Holy 
God, so He needs us on earth to rep- 
resent and present Him before an 


ungodly world. 


HERE IS ANOTHER blessed truth 

here. As neither branch nor vine 
is anything without the other, so is 
neither anything except for the other. 
That is, all that the vine possesses 
belongs to the branch, and all that 
the branch possesses belongs to the 
vine. Christ has nothing that is not 
ours, as born-again ones. 


We are heirs and joint-heirs with 





Christ. There is no doubt about this, 
and we have the right to draw on 
all of Christ’s resources for our every 
need. Yet how many of us are living 
like mendicants when we ought to 
be living like millionaires; living like 
paupers instead of like princes. 

I believe this is so largely because 
of our ignorance of our union with 
Christ, and the consequences or bless- 
ings of the union. 


I wonder, dear friend, is all we 
have and are wholly and unreserved. 
ly given over to Him? Are we with- 
holding anything from Him, and 
thus hindering His purposes of grace 


for us and for others through us? 


As He is wholly ours, let us be 
wholly His. 


HE Lorp CLEARLY and repeatedly | 


tells us the object of our union 


with Him. It is fruit (verse 2); more | 


fruit (verse 2); much fruit (verses 5, 
8). We are to be fruitful in the fol- 


lowing manner: 


The sphere of Life. As we are 
filled and being filled with the Spirit, 
we are to bear fruit, more fruit, much 
fruit, in love, joy, peace, long-suffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith (or 
faithfulness), meekness and temper- 
ance. As these graces of the spirit in- 
crease and abound in our lives, what 
a representation Christ has in the 
midst of an evil and adulterous gen- 
eration. 


We are to bear fruit, more fruit 
and much fruit in labors (Colossians 
1:10). “That ye might walk worthy 
of the Lord unto all pleasing, being 
fruitful in every good work.” It does 
not say we are to be successful in 
every good work. 


We may have success as well as 
fruit, but many a worker is success- 
ful and not fruitful. Success is de 
termined by either genius or circum- 


stances, or both; but fruit, more fruit 


and much fruit is the outcome only 
of a life in union with Christ. 


This explains why some workers 
are very successful, but not fruitful. 
Their lives are anything but consist- 
ent. If we are really united to Christ 
and abiding in Him, our lives as well 
as our labors will be fruitful.

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HERO 
OF 
AFRICA

Christian missionaries were really the 
first “peace corps” ever sent out. No name 
in missionary history is more widely known 
and revered than the subject of this 
sketch. 


ERO OF Arrica and perhaps the 

most famous of all missionaries, 
David Livingstone of Highland ances- 
try was born at Blantyre on the 
Clyde, March 10, 1813. 

As a youth Livingstone became 
vitally interested in what Christ of- 
fered him personally, and he ac- 
cepted Him as Savior and King. 


Livingstone first determined on a 
missionary life combined with the 
ministry of a physician in China. 
He pursued his medical studies at 
Glasgow even though it required 
much perseverance. 

Missionary opportunity in China 
was closed, but a new door opened in 
Africa. Livingstone and Robert Mof- 
fat (later to become his father-in-law) 
met and “he fired the soul of his 
young countryman with a desire to 
explore and evangelize that dark 
continent with which both — their 
names are now identified.” 

His first appointment was at Keru- 
man in Bechuana country, and he 
arrived in July of 1841. 

The work of Livingstone divides 
into four distinct periods: (1) Mis- 
sionary work; (2) First journey over 
Africa under the London Missionary 
Society; (3) Exploration period of 
the Zambesi under the English gov- 
ernment; and (4) Journeys under the 
direction of Royal Geographic Soci- 
ety. 
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Livingstone had great powers over 
the Africans. He was naturally kind, 
patient and gentle, and these traits 
of character wrought fruit for God. 

For over 30 years his brave heart 





marshalled his ofttimes weary and 


sickened body up and down African 


trails. His name was known and 
loved by all Africans and their de- 


votion to him was unparalleled.

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A New Translation Is Born 


THE NEW ENGLISH BIBLE: 
NEW TESTAMENT 


(Cloth-bound, 460 pages, price $4.95) 

| THE YEAR 161] A.D., by edict of 

the King of England, the scholar- 
ly translators of a new version of the 
Bible released their work to the pub- 
lic. 

This translation was destined to 
make an impact not only upon the 
English-speaking people, io also up- 
on the entire world. 

Beginning about eight decades 
ago, notable language : have 
appeared. Immense strides in all 
branches of learning, rapid transpor- 
tation and swift communication have 
inevitably brought in new words and 
idioms, and given new meanings to 
old ones. 

Now, at the 350th anniversary of 
the King James Bible, a new trans- 
lation is born. A CUPI) news item 
from London announces: “On March 
14, 1961, British publishers rushed 
into print nearly a half million more 
copies of the ‘sellout’ latest version 
of the New Testament. 

“Announcement of the massive re- 
print followed a day-long country- 
wide assault on bookstores by Britons 
eager for an early glimpse of the 
modern, everyday English edition of 
the world’s longest-standing _ best- 
seller. 

“Despite a first printing of one mil- 
lion copies, the supplies of many 
stores were exhausted within hours 
after the new version went on sale.” 


EFORE Wortp War II the need 

for a new revision or a new ver- 
sion had been discussed by scholars 
of the major Protestant churches of 
the British Isles. It was not until 
1946 that the Church of Scotland 
proposed an entirely new translation, 
rather than a revision, and an inter- 
denominational Joint Committee was 
formed. This Committee in turn ap- 
pointed three panels of translators: 
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one for the Old Testament, one for 
the New Testament and the third for 
the Apocrypha. In addition, a panel 
of literary advisors was named. 

The translators were chosen for 
their scholarly qualities, regardless 
of Re Me affiliations. They 
came from the Church of England, 
the Church of Scotland, the churches 
of Wales and Ireland, the Methodist 
Church, the Baptist Union and the 
Congregational Union, the Presby- 
terian Church of England and the 
Society of Friends. 

There were also representatives of 
the British and Foreign, and the Na- 
tional Bible Societies. Other univer- 
sities besides Oxford and Cambridge 
were represented. Professor C. H. 
Dodd, of Oxford, one of the greatest 
living Bible scholars, was made direc- 
tor of the whole undertaking, and 
chairman of the New Testament 
panel. 

The translators met 57 times in the 
following 13 years for an average of 
three days at a time. Each panel 
member was asked to prepare a draft 
translation of a book or group of 
books. This was circulated in type- 
script among the members, who dis- 
cussed it sentence by sentence and 
verse by verse until the wording was 
agreed upon. The literary advisors 
then took over and discussed the 
English style, until the final form 
was settled upon by both panels. 


ANY SOURCES were consulted. Not 

only the Greek texts, including 
the famous ones in the world’s great 
libraries, but shorter portions and 
fragments of texts written on ancient 
Egyptian papyrus. Manuscripts of 
early translations in Syriac, Latin, 
Coptic, and Ethiopic were referred 
to, along with quotations found in 
the writings of the early Christians 
who had access to manuscripts older 
than any available today. 





From comparisons with all these 
sources the translators decided upon 
the authentic text to be put into the 
English language. If there was doubt 
oe the difference was. important, al- 
ternative meanings were recorded in 
the footnotes. 


After thirteen years of consecrated, 
intensive and prayerful labor this 
cooperative effort was ready for the 
press. 
than a million copies went on sale in 


bookstores all over the world. Work 


is continuing on the Old Testament 


and Apocryphal books. 


The University presses of Oxford } 
and Cambridge assumed the cost and } 
responsibility of the project, and own | 


the copyright. Their joint resources 
have contributed to the beauty of the 
format. The United States printing 
is a cloth-bound 460-page volume, 
retailing at $4.95. 


The New English Bible is not in- 
tended to promulgate any doctrinal 
or denominational teaching, _ nor 
even to supplant the revered and be 
loved King James version. It is simply 
offered as The Bible to those who 
will use it in reading, teaching and 
in worship. 

It is being praised for its clear 
insights of difficult passages, for its 
faithfulness to the colloquial style of 
the original Greek text. A striking 
example is 2 Corinthians 9:6: “Re 
member: sparse sowing, sparse reap-

American industry and labor 
are “taking it on the chin” from 
foreign competition 


[Is A RECENT issue of The Enter- 

prise, a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished at Lisbon Falls, Maine, there 
appeared a page advertisement spon- 
sored jointly by the newspaper, a 
number of manufacturing concerns 
and two labor unions. 

This announcement is an open let- 
ter to the President of the United 
States, John Fitzgerald Kennedy, and 
the 87th Congress of the United 
States. 

An illustration at the top of the 
page depicts a worker, wearing a ca 
labeled “American Labor,” and wield- 
ing a spade labeled “Foreign Hand- 
outs,” digging his own grave, while 
a grinning “foreigner” looks on. A 
tombstone reading “American Jobs 
and Payrolls—R.I.P.” is beside the 
grave ready for placement after the 
“deceased” is interred. 

This drawing hit us squarely be- 
tween the eyes. We regret only being 
able to pass on a description of it. 
However, we can pass on the text of 
this “Open Letter,” which while it 
speaks specifically of the plight of 
Maine’s industries, is applicable to 
all states of the Union where indus- 
tries are “taking it on the chin” from 
foreign competition. The text fol- 


lows:

We Neep Your He tp! 
Every member of Congress swore 


to protect the liberty and om of 
American citizens as specified in the 
Constitution, yet... 
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(1) Congress passed a law com- 
pelling managements to turn over to 
the government in Washington about 
one-fifth of the earnings of their em- 
ployees. 

(2) Congress passed a law per- 
mitting the State Department to give 
this money away abroad for the con- 
struction of foreign-owned factories 
in the low wage areas of the world. 
In some cases the wages are but one- 
tenth of American wages. 

(3) Congress passed a tax law so 
confiscatory that insufficient earnings 
remain to replace many old machines 
with new. Every piece of machinery 
in the “Give-Away” plants abroad 
is the latest and the best. Thus 
money seized from American work- 
ers purchases new machinery for 
foreigners. This seems the height of 
injustice and stupidity. 

(4) Congress passed a law em- 
powering the State Department to 
decide the extent that foreign fac- 
tories may flood the American mar- 
ket. 

Well, the market was flooded last 
year by 133,078,905 pairs of foreign 
made footwear (a 65.4 per cent in- 
crease over the previous year). 
Maine, fifth largest shoe producing 
state in the nation, made 54,498,000 
pairs of shoes in the same year. 

Cotton textiles have been imported 
at an increased rate of 5,660 per cent 
since 1947. Last year alone over 
800,000,000 square yards have been 
brought into this country. This has 


been one of the factors for the closing 
of 717 domestic textile mills. 

Woolen cloth imports are at an all- 
time high of 60,000,000 square yards. 
This represents a 25 per cent increase 
over last year and a 50 per cent in- 
crease over the last four years. In a 
ten-year period close to 100,000 work- 
ers have lost their jobs in this in- 
dustry partially contributable to the 
imports. 


Now, WHEN A MAN is forced by his 
government to dig his own _ 

with his own money, are his liberty 

and his property being protected? 

Isn’t it time to put restrictions and 
quotas on these imports to curb this 
transfer of jobs to foreign lands and 
protect the workers, farmers, mer- 
chants and the investors of Maine? 

Congress has voted some 80 bil- 
lion of American tax dollars for such 
“Foreign Aid.” 

Can we say such spending has 
brought us security, since many of 
our nak are being forced to de- 
crease production? 

Can we say that such spending has 
brought us friends and that it has 
stopped the spread of Communism? 

The Citizens of Maine await your 


answer.

Thessalonians 2:10-12.) 

Would you possess true wisdom? 
Then heed the prophet’s invitation 
to “Seek ye the Lord while he may 
be found; call ye upon him while he 
is near.” (Isaiah 55:6.) True wisdom 
is yours for the asking. (James 1:5-6.) 


KEY VERSE: Job 4:8 

“They that plow iniquity, and sow 
wickedness, reap the same.”

But in ignorance Eliphaz 
failed to recognize the law of evil 
which works against the law of God.

KEY WORD: REPENT 
To reach a better understanding of 
how and why Job came to repent- 
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missive will of God, nor that it would 
cultivate a far greater spiritual har- 
vest in the character of the suffering 
Job. The seeds of righteousness 
and integrity were there all the 
time, regardless of Satan’s accusa- 
tions. 


Job could understand the obvious 
fact that the wicked often enjoy ma- 
terial blessings, and seem to be happy 
with their health and wealth. Even 
when death comes their bodies are 
laid in a rich tomb, with caretakers 
to provide beautiful surroundings of 
flowers, shrubs, and green lawns, so 
that “the clods of the valley shall be 
sweet unto him.” But the dreadful 
truth is that “the wicked is reserved 
to the day of destruction.” 


The God of the harvest makes no 


mistakes. Only human wisdom fails. 


KEY FACT: The folly of judging 
others 

Through natural inclination of 
people to judge motives and deeds of 
others, without wisdom to be just, 
friendships are broken, reputations 
blasted and communities and even 
nations are plunged into war. Paul 
warns of this in Romans 2:1. 


Out of their debate the three judg- 
ing friends of Job received the du- 
bious title of “Job’s Comforters,” and 
he himself became known as “the 
most patient man.” 


It is the right of God to punish 
evil and reward the good. Man is 
not wise enough to judge the soul 
of another. 


ance, the discourse of God contained 
in the 36th through the 41st chap- 
ters should be carefully studied. Here 
His wonderful power, wisdom, and 
love are shown to be infinite, His 
judgments right, and His ways past 
finding out. 

Job caught the meaning of it all, 








and it brought him to his knees be 
fore God. He saw himself as God 
sees us all . . . as wise in his own eyes, 
yet foolish; as having great faith, but 
only of the intellectual variety; as 
self-righteous, but sinful before God. 

He saw himself as a sinner, not 
guilty of the special sins of which he 
had been accused by his friends but 
the sin of complacency, the sin of 
cursing the day he was born to a life 
which is the gift of God, the sin of 
yearning to die, to fly away, to be at 
rest, the sin of bitter complaints about 
everything, including God Himself. 


KEY VERSE: Job 42:5 

“I have heard of thee by the hear 
ing of the ear: but now mine eye 
seeth thee.” 

Up to this time Job’s knowledge of 
God was only academic. He had dis 
cussed Him with others, had lived 
an honest and upright life and wor 
shipped Him with all the accepted 
ritualistic forms of the day. He be 
lieved in and feared Him according 
to the best scholastic rules. In fact 
so great was his integrity that God 
commended him as a perfect and 
upright human being. 

Yet, because Job lacked a personal 
experience of God, his religion, al 
though sincere, failed to bring com 
fort and spiritual help when the real 
tests of life came. All the argument 
of his three friends and himself suf- 
ficed not to supply his needs. Human 
wisdom failed them and they could 
not find the divine. 

Job, however, took one more step. 
Just one more thing was necessa 
and he did it. He emptied out 
human wisdom. When he looked 
up, there was God! The complete 
and thrilling consciousness of His 
presence, His knowledge, and His 


power flooded his being. 


KEY FACT: True wisdom is re 
warded 


Job was a changed man. Having 


died to his old life, his whole be 


throbbed with new and richer feel 
ings.

OUT OF THE HEART

KEY WORD: HEART 

Four lessons during the month 
of May are based on the Book of 
Proverbs, and these form a study 
which should sink deep into the 
thinking of every reader. In fact 
this Book should be required reading 
in the education of every young per- 
son, for not only is it a study in 
ethics, but it is superb literature. 

As a whole, the Book of Proverbs 
is an epitome of the teachings of 
Christ as the wisdom of God govern- 
ing the affairs of men and guiding in 
the practical details of living with 
oneself, with others and with God. 
It reveals the connection between 
sowing and reaping, and helps guard 
against evils common to humanity 
and prominent in the world today 

. such as disobedience to parents, 
bad company, lust, lying, indolence, 
intemperance, strife and envy. 

The word “heart” has many mean- 
ings, both in the original languages 
of the Bible and in the English 
translations. Large dictionaries list 
fifty or more meanings, connotations 
and phrases. Among them, in ad- 
dition to the physical definitions, are: 
the seat of life or strength, courage, 
spirit, understanding, conscience, 
moral sensibility, mind, soul and 
the emotional nature. All of these 
are constantly used in connection 
with the inner life of men, and are so 
used in the Scriptures. 


KEY VERSE: Luke 6:44 

“For every tree is known by his 
own fruit.” 

Jesus said that one does not ex- 
pect figs to grow on thorn trees 
nor grapes on blackberry vines. Paul 
explains it thus: “Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” Sow 
wheat and you reap wheat. Sow to 
the flesh through evil thoughts and 
deeds, and you reap corruption. 

Then what must one do to be able 
to think and speak aright? The 
answer is found in Philippians 4:8. 
One can pour out of a pitcher only 
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what the pitcher contains. Pour good 
thoughts into the heart, and good 
words and actions must pour out! 
And the same is true of evil. 


But what are the evil treasures of 
the heart? Paul lists them as the 
works of the flesh in Galatians 
5:19-21. 

Contrast this with the fruit of the 
Spirit ... love, joy, peace, longsuf- 
fering, gentleness, goodness, faithful- 


ness, meekness and self-control. 


Which kind of seed are you plant- 
ing? 


KEY FACT: A new heart is available 
No one needs to keep the corrupt 
fruit produced by the evil seed listed 
above. The prophet Jeremiah de- 
scribes it in Jeremiah 17:9-10. 


He stopped there, but years later 
the prophet Ezekiel quoted the Lord’s 
promise in Ezekiel 36:26. 

How could this be accomplished? 
There is only one way, and that is 
through the miracle of God's love 
and grace. It was that love and 
grace which brought the Lord Jesus 
Christ “out of the ivory palaces” 
where He was “in the form of God,” 
to take the “form of a servant, and 
being made in the likeness of men 
... he humbled himself and became 
obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross,” (Philippians 2:7-8), 
through which He “hath delivered us 
from the power of darkness, and 
hath translated us into the kingdom 
of his dear Son: In whom we have 
redemption through his blood.” 
(Colossians 1:13-14.) 


On the Day of Pentecost “they 
were pricked in their heart” and were 
told what to do to be saved (Acts 
2:37-38), and were promised the 
gift of the Holy Spirit. Paul later 
taught that Christians are sons of 
God, and “because ye are sons, God 
hath sent forth the Spirit of his Son 
into your hearts.” (Galatians 4:4-6.) 
It is no longer the old wicked heart, 
it is the new heart promised through 
Ezekiel, for Paul continues, “I am 
crucified with Christ: nevertheless 
I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me.” 

There can be no room in our 
heart for the seed and fruit of Satan 
if we possess the heart of Christ.

DISCIPLINE IN THE HOME 





KEY WORD: HEAR 

The Book of Proverbs is not only 
a textbook on Ethics, it is also a 
Marriage Manual, and a Handbook 
on Child Training. 

This lesson, with its six pertinent 
passages from Proverbs, combined 
with some vital New ‘Testament 
teaching, offers excellent advice to 
parents grappling with the problems 
of child rearing. This advice is as 
timely today as when Solomon wrote 
it. 

Parents in the role of teachers is 
the issue here. With the first man 
and woman, God established mar- 
riage and the home. This institution 
has determined the destiny of man- 
kind throughout the history of the 
race. 


God also planned that the home 


‘should be the first school for the 


children, and for this He made pro- 
vision. 

Even in this era of rampant ju- 
venile delinquency, such teaching as 
found in Deuteronomy 11:18-19 can 
erect a protecting wall around chil- 
dren. Outside influence comes soon 
enough, but by such foundational 
training in the Word of God and in 
Christian principles, exemplified in 
the lives of godly parents, a weapon 
of defense is placed in the hands of 
the children. 

God is even interested in the at- 
titudes of the little ones. “Hear ye 
children” is also a commandment. 
(Proverbs 4:1-2.) Coinciding with 
this is the admonition of Paul, “Chil- 
dren, obey your parents in the Lord, 
for this is right.” (Ephesians 6: 1-4.) 
Such obedience comes as a natural 
consequence, when they are brought 
up “in the nurture and admonition 


of the Lord.” 


KEY VERSE: Proverbs 13:24 

“He that spareth his rod hateth 
his son: but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes.” 

This brings out a thought quite 
different from modern ideas of child 
training, which advocate permitting 


a child to develop his personality by 
not repressing his natural expression, 
The child very quickly learns who is 
master of the home! 
become a pest to everyone, except 
his foolish parents. 

Solomon makes it plain that real 
parental love will exert discipline, 
through the realization of their God- 
given responsibility, and with a firm- 
ness that begins at birth and con- 
tinues throu h the trying and critical 
years of adolescence. 

This, of course, does not guarantee 
there will be no “black sheep.” The 
scales of life are so delicately balan 
that other influences and experiences 
may affect proper functioning. How- 
ever, a child “brought up in the way 
he should go,” has a much better 
chance to turn back, like the prodi- 

al son, to the godly teaching of early 
life. than the one who had no such 
early training has to find righteous 
ness. 

In Proverbs 23:13 parents are 
advised to “Withhold no correction 
from a child,” but this does not mean 
cruel beatings given in anger, as so 
often is the case. A little “palm-oil’” 
applied at the right time and place 
is usually sufficient. Solomon adds 
a choice bit of satire, “For if thou 
beat him with a rod (switch), he will 
not die ... but thou shalt deliver 
his soul from Sheol.” Even God 
shows His love through chastening, 
according to Hebrews 12:6-8. 

And do not be afraid your child 
will hold a grudge against you — for 
he will not if he has the security of 
tender parental love in the home. 


KEY FACT: A godly home is a happy 
home 

A well known motto, “The family 
that prays together stays together,” 
is a good rule for family happiness. 
It is a normal family, for a Christian 
family is an abiding place for the 
Holy Spirit, which is as God in- 
tended. 

Reading the newspapers, seeing 
and listening to television and radio, 
one might conclude that the Christian 
home is nearly a thing of the past. 
But there are many families yet, 
where Christ is exalted and children 
are taught to love and obey Him. 
These are happy homes!
